“THE CAT’S CRADLE” 
AT THE GALETY. 


It was a very large audience that assemfled 
in the Gaiety Theatre, Dublin, last night to 
welcome Miss Ethel Irving, who was paying 
a persoval visit in the three-act comed 
which, under the title, '' The Cat’s. Cradle “ 
is presented this week; and Miss. Irvin 
must have felt gratified at the warmth o 
her reception. the moment of her first 
appearance until the fall of the final curtain 
her every word and action were followed 
with the keenest attention and appreciation. 
There is a magnetism afout her voice and 
movement that captures and holds the atten- 
tion—she has the gift of making one forget 
that what is taking me is, after all, only 
stage play, so natural is she in her varying 
moods and tones. That is how many must 
have felt when watching her in the part of 
Irene Fane, which she plays in this comedy. 
Not, indeed, that she is called upon to IN 
anything very weighty or ambitious, or 
aught that might not be within the scope 
of a less talented actress; but the con- 
summate ease with which she carries her t 
and how much she makes of it were subtle 


suggestions Of great talents lying in reservés 


She was enjoying her licht-hearted task as 
much as any member of the audience en- 
joyed the play, and it is a piece that can be 
enjoyed. 

The story introduces one to Michael 
Hastings, a successful author, living on an 
island off the coast of Hampshire. A rara 
«vis among authors, he is seeking seclusion 
from publicity here, but also, it seems, he 
has fled from his wife, who is scandalised by 
the thought that her husband should be a 
good-for-nothing author. Her ideal of smug 
respectability is reflected in a house in a 
row in suburbia, with an aspidistra ‘in the 
window. Her half-sister, Angela Fane, errs 
beyond forgiveness by first marrying a man 
who has been divorced, and afterwatds 
going on the stage. All this happened twenty 
years before we are introduced to the prin- 
cipals, and it is from the actress, Miss Fane, 
that we hear the story,.as well as some 
piquant comments on ‘‘good’’ women and 
“ natural '. mothers. A trick of fate brings 
the son of the author, who has been under 
his mother’s tutelage, and the daughter of 
the actress—a bright specimen of the modern, 
slangy, flapper together under the father’s 
roof. The righteous mother also arrives, and 
provides material for a Very fine scene be- 
tween herself and the actress. The mother 
has been sailing under false colours, livin 
on an income provided by her husband, an 
yet poisoning the boy'samind against his 
fathes. Threatened with exposure, she with. 
draws much of her opposition to ‘the friend- 
ship of the young people, and the play ends 
happily. 

As has been said, Miss Irving was all the 
time enjoying her character-study of her 
part, and made everyone else also pleaséd; 
but she was ably assisted by the rest of the 
company. Francis Drake was clever as the 
author, who was quite successful enough to 
be highly impractical. Edward Woodings. as 
his son John, gave us a glimpse of a clean, 
manly boy struggling hard to do the right 
thing. It was very interesting, and very 
typical of the class concerned, to find them 
go ready to forget personal differences, and 
to discuss ‘‘ Rugger Miss Ethel Ramsay, 
as the ian severe wife, and Phil 
Buchanan, as the up-to-date modern young 
lady, were very convincing. The play. pro- 
vides a pleasant evening’s entertainment.

Térhnical College, but also to provide a neces- 
sary \ prepiring ground” and enable students 
to take the fullest advantage of technical 
educatiqn.— 

THE CENTRES. 

Six centres have been selected in various 
parts of the city, where there will be provided 
a progressively graded scheme of continued 
education for evening students, The centres 
are Templemore avenue school, Euston street 
school, Ulsterville school, St. Finian's School 
(Falls road), Brown square school, and Jaffe 
school. At each of these centres three grades 
of classes will he held, and young people 
who have left school and who desire to con- 
tinue their education will be admitted to one 
or other of these three grades, according to 
their previous standard of knowledge. 

To enable intending students to be placed 
in the section for which they are best fitted, 
arrangements have been made to hold an en- 
trance examination at each centre every even- 
ing during the opening weeks of the session. 
Those who obtain sufficiently high marks at 
this examination will be admitted to a first 
year’s commercial course in the branch school 
or to a first year's technical course in the 
College of Technology. At some of the 
centres there will also be cookery and needle. 
work classes. These branch schools will be 
very convenient for students residing in the 
district in which the schools are situated. 

COLLEGES OF TECHNOLOGY. 

The work of the Municipal College of 
Technology will be resumed on the Ist. Sep- 
tember. The college is now ised by the 
Queen’s University, Belfast, as a college in 
which students may pursue courses of study 
qualifying them for the Degrees in thé Faculty 
of Applied Science and Technology fander the 
following groups—(1) Mechanical engineering, 
(2) electrical engineering, (3) naval itec- 
ture, (4) architecture, (5) chemical technolégy. 
(6) textile industries. The complete course of 
study required for a Degree in the Faculty 
may be taken entirely, by matriculated 
students, at the Municipal College of Techno 
logy either by day er evening courses, and 
facilities are also provided for obtaining de- 
grees in the Faculty of Commerce. There is 
a highly efficient school of art attached to 
the college, providing day and evening courses 
in drawing, painting, architecture, sculpture, 
design and applied arts. There is also 4 
junior commercial day school and a junior 
technical day school. 

With the excellent arrangements provided 
in the continuation schools and Technical 
College, the bovs and girls of Belfast have 
at their disposal a ladder reaching from the 
primary schools to the University.

1,500,000,000 gallons, a sufficient supply of 
Vartry water os been maintained, . 

The old reservoir, which was built in 1868. 
has a capacity of 84,000,000 gallons, and this

ateway, from

quarters; these 
terminate in square three-storeyed 
towers, with embattled tops and pointed 
windows; - At one time there was a tablet, 
with the date 1763, set in the keystone of 
the arch of the tower at the left end of the 
building—probably the date of the erection of 
the house. Henry Loftus, Earl of Ely.. built 
the place as a hunting lodge, and it was 
originally named Dollvmount, after a very 
celebrated beauty, Dolly Monroe, a niece of 
Frances. Monroe. wife of the Earl of Ely. 
Further en in the same district are the 
gloomy looking ruins of the Hell Fire Club, 
built about the year 1725, for a summer resi- 
dence. by the Right Honble William 
Conolly, of Castletown, Speaker of the Trish 
House of Commons. Formerly there had 
stood on that hill a large catn, consisting of . 
a kind of wall of large flat stones. set 
ways. enclosing. masses of smaller stones 
ronnd a latge central monolith, a relic of a pre- 
historac age. ll of this material was used 
for the building of Dollymount, which was a 
rather roughly put together structure, On 
the upper floor, reached by a long flight of 
steps, were two largé rooms and a hall; on 
the lower floor were the kitchen, servants’ 
hall, sand a couple of small rooms: in front 
was @ semi-circular courtyard. The house 
had not been very long completed when one 
night a great storm blew the whdle of the 
slate roof away. 
THE WORK OF THE DEVIL. 
There was a belief among the local. people 
that the storm and its consequences were the 
work of the Devil as a punishment to the 
builder for his sacrilegious act in decercrating 
the old carn to get material for building. It 
seems rather an illogical act of the Devil to 
interfere in such a matter, but such is the 
story, or rather one of the stories, about the 
place. _ However, the owner was not one to 
be bullied by storms or devils without making 
a struggle, and he set to work again, and 
the second roof was a massive affair, built 
of stones keyed tovether in the manner of 
the arch of a bridge.’ There seems little 
reason to call the place the Hell Fire Club, 
as it is certain that the clrb of that name 
very seldom made it a meeting place. Most 
of the club’s convivial gatherines took place 
at the Eagle Tavern on Cork Hill. 
is mysterious and ill-famed body is 
stated to have been originally founded by 
the first Earl pf Rosse, whose efforts were 
ahly seconded” by a friend of hic.

The club 
first came into being in 1735, a time when 
there were many of its kind, but it was easily 
the most famous—or infamous would, ner- 
haps, be a better word to describe it. The 
Eagle Tavern, where the members held their 
meetings, attracted manv of these different 
clubs to its hospitable doors, but it was a 
broad-minded establishment, and had no ob- 
jection to admitting more serious people, per- 
haps on the principle of the man who put the 
bad parrot and the good parrot in the same 
cage. It is recorded to have been the re- 
gular meeting place of a Masonic Lodge. 
The neighbourhood of the Fagle Tavern 
was rather a lively place after dark in those 
davs, as may be imagined. Pedestrians were 
liable to be roughly handled by the “‘loafers”’ 
who hung about to see what luck might come 
their way when revellers were hardly in a 
condition to protect their persons or property 
effectually. Chairmen waiting round for 
their patrons used to join in to pass the 
time, and even waiters from the different 
taverns took nart in the fray. armed most 
effectively with buckets of dirty water, each 
waiter, of course, being careful to confine his 
baptising operations to men who were ill- 
judged enough to patronise one of the rival 
taverns. 
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DEEP-SEA ANGLING. 
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SOME BIG CATCHES AT BALLY- 
CUuTTON. 

Ballycotton, County Cork, is maintaining 
its old reputation as being one of the best 
deep-sea fishing stations in these countries. It 
has long been noted, not only for the variety, 
but also for the size of the fish that are to be 


found off the coast, and for many years it. 


has had a powerful attraction for the mem- 
bers of the British Sea Anglers’ Association. 

During the past week some Dublin anglers 
have had excellent sport. One of the most 
successful was Mr. uis Fudger, Rathgar 
road, who hooked, played and landed within 
a quarter of an hour a splendid halibut that 
scaled ninety pounds.

The third man spoke with 
more of an English accent than a Iccal 
accent. He resembled the accused, Lally. 
The witness was unable to identify the other 
men, who did not speak. He and Furey 
caught the witness and brought him out to 
the yard, where there were five or six men, 
some of them masked. The accused, Heavey. 
was one of the men who did not wear a 
mask. The witness was dragged into an 
open shed, where Heavey hit him and tumbled 
him.

IRISH AGRICULTURAL 
SOCIETIES. 


A RECONSTRUCTION SCHEME. 
A draft report of the Irish Agricultural 
Organisation Society, Ltd., for the year ending 


.ó1st March, 1924, to be submitted to a special 


general meeting of the Society on the 9th 
proximo, has been issued. The delay in sub- 
mitting the report and in holding the annual 
general meeting, the Committee explains, 
arises from several unavoidable causes, but 
more particularly from the fact that a scheme 
of reconstruction has been under considera- 
tion, the results of which it will be necessary 
to report to the general meeting. 

The statistics upon which the report is 
based are those.for the calendar year 1923, 
and include the figures for Northern Ireland. 
Considerable difficulty, it appears, has been 
experienced in obtaining returns from a large 
number of societies: no fewer than 441 out of 
928 societies failed to furnish returns of their 
turnover; of these, at least 120 were known 
to be working. The business of these 120 
societies had, therefore, to be estimated, and 
was considered to amount to not less than 
£1,165,415. The aggregate business of 488 
societies that furnished figures was £6,559,657, 
the total business for 668 societies workin 
(including the 120 whose turnover is estimated 
being «alculated as £7,725.072. 

THE DECREASE IN BUSINESS. 

Dealing with the progress of the movement, 
the report states that there is a decrease in 
the total business for 1923 of £1,230,526 com- 
pared with the year 1922, From a comparison 
table of ascertained trade turnover in 1922 
and 1925 for trading societies it will be seen, 
the report states, that, apart from the prisi- 
ness of the federations, the trading dedrease 
lies at about one-eighth amongst those 
societies whose trading is strictly comparable. 
One inference to be drawn from the figures is 
that the declension in trade is due rather to 
general causes, and in particular to trade de- 
pression both in thim country and in our 
market in Great Britain, than to anythin 
defective in the types of co-o ion at wor 
in this country. It is ce , indeed, that 

movement has not yet realised anythi 
like its full possibilities nor its duty to iteelt 
and its trade federations, and that there are

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THE NEW RENT ACT. 


SOLUTION OF HOUSING 
PROBLEM DEFERRED. 

The subject under discussion at yesterday's 
meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club in Clery's 
Restaurant was the, Rent Restrictions Act, 
which was passed by the Oireachtas a couple 
of months ago, ' i 

Mr, Charles J... Joyce, M.A., gave an 
analysis of the leading features of the 
measure. 

Mr. D. H. Charles, solicitor, jocularly re- 
marked that lawyers like Mr. Joyce and him- 
self knew little or nothing about the Act, 
because it was a highly technical piece of 
legislation ; only statesmen understood it. He 
looked upon the Act as to its bearing upon 
the housing problem, and asked if the condi- 
tions obtaining at present justify the con- 
tinuance of a Rent Restriction Act, That 
was a question which should have been qon- 
sidered by business. people last June, when"the 
uew bill was introduced in the Dail. 

The commercial community took no interest 
in the matter. It was then stated that only 
by decontrol could the housing problem be 
me i - AA min yore se" the 
policy o work legislation, and by doing 
ro they fad deferred the solution of the 
housing problem for at least four or five yearr. 
The effect of the Act would be that it was the 
young people who wanted houses that were 
going to suffer, and not the tenant of 1914, 
who was protected by the Act. While the 
Act contained some) improvements it did not 
suggest anv line of policy by which the pre- 
sent appalling housing conditions in Dublin 
could be dealt with. Persons who occupied 
small houses were not going to leave them in 
order to -avail of the. conditions .of -the..new 
Act. The. investor in. house property was 
daily harassed by his tenants, while if he 
had put his money into stocks and shares he 
would receive his fnterest without any trouble. 
The secret of the problem was the/financial 
system. and the Government had made no 
attempt to deal with it. 

Mr. Thompson mentioned that he knew of a 
tenement house the total rent of which was 
£198 a year. Before the war the rent was

GAS COOKERY IN 
SCHOOLS. 


CORK COMPANY’S EXPERI. 
MENT 


The annual report of the Cork Gas Con- 
sumers Company, which was read at the 
hundered and fifteenth ordinary general meet- 
ing yesterday ,stated that after placing 
£1,600 to the credit of the depxeciation fund, 
the balance of profit and loss was £56,278 
15s .11d., out of which the directors proposed 
to pay a dividend at the usual rate of 8 per 
cent. per annum, which would amount to 
£4,679, and leave £600 to be added to the 
reserve fund. 

Senator Dowdall, LL.D., who presided in 
the absence of the Chairman, Mr. William B. 
Harrington, who has met with an accident, 
said that during the past half-year the busi- 
ness of the company had continued to ¢x- 
pand, and the quantity of gas sold showed 
a satisfactory increase over that of the cor- 
responding period lgst year, which was the 
previous highest on record. The scarcity of 
coal for domestic purposes had i home 
to many.,householders the reliability, con- 
venience, and economy of gas cooking stoves, 
which had resulted in a considerably increased 
demand for these appliances. They had fixed 
351 gas stoves during the half-year; an in- 
crease of 76 on last year’s figures for the 
same period. They had endeavoured íor some 
time past to raise the standard of gas cookery 
in the city by offering money prizes for com- 
petition in the gifls’ schools. _. This year's 
competition was the most successful yet held ; 
228 pupils from 14 schools were examined, 
compared with 162 pupils from 10 schools 
last year. The examiner reported that the 
standard of cookery was good, but that better 
results could be attained if more time were 
allotted to this subject, in which both teachers 
and pupils are deeply interested, but are han- 
dicapped by the very limited time allowed for 
it in the school time-tables. 

THE COMPANY'S PROSPECTS. 

Turning to the subject of the competition 
of electricity ,the Chairman said that there 
was no need for uneasiness that any additional 
electric scheme would mar the prospects of 
the company. ! 

For the past twenty-eight. years, he said, 
we have had the competition of a very pro- 
gressive electrical undertaking which spared 
no effort to secure and extend its business. 
Our sale of gas has continued to increase, 
and in the half-year just ended it amounted 
to 50 million cubic feet more than for the 
same period in 1898, which was the half-year 
immediately preceding the electric competi- 
tion.. Your directors have confidence that the 
satisfactory results achieved in face of keen 
competition can be maintained. Many im- 
provements have been made in the gas in- 
dustry. The inverted lamp, increased 
efficiency in gas heating and cooking ap- 

liances, as well as the many new purposes 
or which ‘gas is now used give us confidence 
in the future. 

Mr. Morrazh seconded the motion, and the 
report was adopted. 

A dividend at the rate of 8 per cent. was 
declared, and Sénator Dowdall and Mr. E. T. 


Mahony, outgoing directors, were re-elected.

SIR M. P. CASHIN. 

A St. John's, Newfoundland, telegram an- 
nounces the death yesterday afternoon of Sir 
‘Michael Patrick Cashin, who was Prime 
Minister: of Newfoundland in 1919.

MR. ANEAS O’NEILL. 

The Times announces that Mr. Aéneas O'Neill, 
who was for a number of years a valued 
Correspondent of The Times, died on Thurs- 
day last at Bad Einod, Austria. He entered 
the service of The Times about 1892, first as 
Secretary and afterwards as Assistant Corre- 
spondent to the late Mr. William: Lavino in 
Vienna. When Mr. Lavino was transferred 
as Corres of The-Times to Paris, in 
succession to the late M de Blowitz, at the 
end of 1902, Mr. O'Neill accompanied him as 
Assistant Correspondent, and retained this 
position until the death of Mr. Lavino in the 
summer of 1908. 

Then for some months he took charge of 
the Berlin Agency of The Times, but retired 
for reasons of ill-health "Subsequently he 
joined Sir Alfred Mond as principal Private 
Secretary. His book, “ Bismarck—some 
Secret. Pages of his History,” was published 
in 1898. To a clear intellect he joined a 
characteristically Irish sense of humour. while 
his gentle disposition endeared him to all 
with whom he came in contact, both im his 
official duties and in his private capamty.

The League and Tangier. 

A momentous session of the Assembly of 
the League of Nations. will begin next 
Monday at Geneva. Its chief duties wil] 
be to consider reform in the constitution 
of the League’s Council and to elect Ger- 
many as a permanent member of the 
Council. The Special Commission which 
is drafting constitutional changes for the 
Assembly’s approval resumed its labours 
yesterday. Last week we explained its 
tentative recommendations, which, as they 
stand, contemplate two principal reforms. 
Hitherto a single State has been able to 
veto the wishes of all the other members 
of the League—as in March of this year, 
when Brazil prevented Germany's election 
to the Council. It is suggested now that, 
to meet such an emergency in the future, 
the Assembly shall take power to declare 
the seats of the non-permanent members 
vacant en bloc and to proceed’ at once to 
new elections. The other reform proposes 
to give a sort of semi-permanent status to 
members of the Council who are now non- 
permanent, being elected for only one year. 
Henceforward, if the Special Commission’s 
plan is adopted, election will be for three 
years, and the Assembly will be able to re- 
elect a certain proportion, not exceeding 
one-third of the whole, for an immediate 
further period of three years. We may 
believe that, on this occasion, Germany’s 
election to permanent membership of the 
Council is assured; for the League’s 
reputation hardly could survive another 
fiasco. At present the Council consists 
wholly of members of the Allied Powers. 
The admission of Germany will make it, 
for the first time, a truly international 
instrument of peace. 

It is certain that the League of Nations 
will not be troubled with the problem of 
Tangier. The only redeeming feature of 
Spain's astonishing demand is the frank- 
ness Of its expression. Last week she 
declared her intention to submit jointly 
to the League her claims to a permanent 
‘seat on the Council and to the undivided 
control of Tangier. There was no con- 
cealment of her desire to make a bargain 
by the dropping of the former claim; and 
it is now obvious that the possession of 
Tangie® is her paramount concern. The 
Spanish Government has asked that her 
demand shall be considered to-morrow at a 
special conference in Geneva. Its Foreign 
Minister has .‘ dotted the ‘i’s,’’’ with an 
open threat that, if Tangier is not in- 
cluded in Spain’s Moroccan zone, she will 
withdraw from the League, England and 
France are sympathetic with Spain's 
difficulties, and Italy is her ally; but it is 
clear to all of them that the admission of / 
her claim to blackmail the League of 
Nations. would mean the\ death of the 
League, ‘“‘ unwept, unhonowred and un- 
sung.’’ The three Powers are willing that 
Spain’s pretensions in ae shall be 
the subject of an early conference ; but all 
refuse bluntly to acknowledge even the 
remotest association between Tangier and 
the League. Sir Austen Chamberlain said 
yesterday, in the House of Commons, that 
Geneva was “ not a convenient place ' for 
discussion of the Spanish claim. Signor 
Mussolini has told his Cabinet that the 
questions of J'angier and of the constitu- 
tion of the League’s Council are ‘‘ com- 
pletely separate.” The French Govern- 
ment has not spoken officially, but its 
attitude may be taken for granted. It 
knows that next week Germany may be a 
member of tiie Council, thus recovering 
her title to that voice in Moroccan affairs 
which she renounced under the Treaty of 
Versailles. 

Spain may reconsider her threat to 
withdraw from the League in view of the 
virtual guarantee which she now possesses 
that the whole question of Tangier’s status 
will be reopened. If, however, her with- 
drawal is tendered, it must be accepted ; 
but it need not be final, since it cannot 
become effective for two years. Many 
things may happen in that time, and we 
can predict safely that the League of 
Nations has not heard the last of Tanzier.

Progress in Japan. 


The islands of Japan support a popula- 


tion of over 70,000,000 souls, chiefly by the 
industries which ought to make Ireland, 
too, rich and populous—agriculture and 
fisheries. How these islands, mountainous 
and volcanic, have bred a people that now 
ranks. among the mightiest Powers in the 
world is a story that should awaken, not 
the envy of the dwindling people of Ire- 
land, but their emulation. This year's 
English supplement of the Osaka Asahi 
shows the Western world a nation that is 
attacking its economic and political 
problems with the same impetuous energy 
that gave her victory on the Manchurian 
battlefields and a place among great 
countries. In photographic illustrations 
we are shown the two great aeroplanes 


of their flight across the LEaste 
hemisphere, and the enthusiastic 
patriots of the aviators welcoming them in 
Moscow, Rome, 
Paris. We are shown the factories 
and shipyards that are arising and the 
great city of Osaka “in process of 
modernisation.”’ Over 75,000 spectators 
are depicted in attendance at the Asahi’s 
baseball tournament. The Japanese uni- 
versities meet in the Rugby field. Girls 
compete in swimming races, archery and 
great massed athletic exercises. Side by 
side with modern sport, pursued with 
enthusiasm, the old Ju-jitsu wrestling and 
Ken-jitzu sword play are maintained. 
High physical fitness and nervous energy 
are exhibited in all these pictures, whether 
of the sea-scouts of Tokyo, the school 
children of Japanese colonies, the players 
on the Japanese stage and for the 
Japanese film, or even the crowds in the 
streets. The zest of the nation’s progress 
seems to throb in the individual, and we 
understand how it comes about that, while 
Irish farmers grumble and decline amid 
broad and fertile acres, these undauntable 
Japanese wring sustenance, prosperity and 
power for their teeming millions even from 
a rugged and infertile land. Not all 
aspects of Japanese progress command 
approval. An architectural contributor to 
the Asahi supplement tells how patriotic 
artists had designed the new Tokyo, that 
is being raised on the site of the great 
earthquake, to be a model city, contrived 
after Japanese ideas, and how, under the 
influences of the age, the restored city 
promises to end in ‘‘an eclectic imita- 
tion,’’ resembling the ill-planned and in- 
harmonious cities of the industrial West. 
It is impossible to contrast the new, con- 
crete erections, dedicated to commerce dá 
VAmericaine with the photographs illus- 
trating old Japan without some misgiving. 
To attract the tourist Japan displays her 
lakes, with dim mountains rising above 
many-coloured foliage, and the lazy sails 
of bagques mirrored in the glassy water— 
scenes of idyllic peace, remotely different 
from the cities that her tireless people are 
rearing. At Kamakura the gigantic, 
seated Buddha in bronze meditates 
among trees that are dwarfed, and on the 
knees of the mighty symbol of a past faith 


the little American sightseers pose for 


their photographs. Japan, building 
factories, never again will build Buddhas 
in the flowery solitudes. The rapidity of 
her progress threatens a break with all 
that is calm, dignified and picturesque in 
her past. A middle path between the 
sacrifice of the old and the acceptance of 
the new, perhaps, would win for Japan 
a greatness likelier to endure.

Also it 
seemed to us a very wet ground—perhaps, 
because most of the matches we saw there 
were fought out between showers. The colour 
ranged from a particularly rich green of the 
field (fulfilling our youthful idea of “lush 
grass ”) through dark and darker shades to 
something nearly black where the woods were 
thickest. Gloomy? Not at all; romantic, if 
ou like—a place where nymphs might dance 
y moonlight. In the dead hour of lunch, the 
ground well-nigh deserted, if one lay still and 
watched, anything might come out from 
among the opposite trees—a dryad, a faun? 


IRELAND’S GREATEST BATSMAN. 

The cricket had a character of its own there. 
It was varied, uncertain, never quite reaching 
the pitch of excitement, but of a mild, yet 
continuous, interest—like reading ‘‘ The 
Prelude.” The scores were generally 
moderate or small. We cannot remember a 
century on the Viceregal or any big hitting, 
though sixes were easy and a frequent 
over the railings at the moat. e highest 
score in our recollection was 76 by C. L. 
Johnston, playing for Gentlemen of Ireland 
versus Zingari. hen we arrived rather late 
in the morning (our first visit and we had to 
find the ground) the visitors had all got out 
for something over 70. The Gentlemen started 
badly enough, and it was Johnston’s innings 
(a very good one on a slow, wet wicket) that 
enabled them to reach the respectable total 
of 209. “Bad” Hamilton, a beautiful 
bat to watch on bis dav. made 
thirty-something ; and the very youthful L. H. 
Gwynn, ‘“‘Lucius,”” the well-beloved, who 
became the foremost Irish batsman of his 
own and probably of any time, went im 
near the end and carried his bat for 17. 
Zingaris second innings was little better 
than the first, and the whole match was 
finished off very quickly; but memory, that 
broken reed, again fails us, and we can give 
no farther particulars. 

Many people willremember Lucius Gwynn, 
Fellow of Trinity, Irish international cricketer 
and Rugby footballer, but not so many 
know of his greatest performance. He was 
paid the compliment of being selected to 
play in the Gentlemen v. Players match, 
twice at least, and on the first occasion, in 
the best cricket company in the world, he 
made 80 runs. Most of‘his greatest, scores 
are associated with the College Park, but we 
remember him in a match on Viceregal 
ground in later years. B. J. T. Bosanquet 
was playing on the other team—well-known 
as a batsman, but not then famous as the 
“first begetter’’ of that weird and deadly 
ball’ the ‘‘ googly.”” At the wickets he did 
not impress us, for the good reason that L. 
H. Gwynn was sticking him up in the most 
uncomfortable manner. Lucius was a 
bowler who made full use of his brains. He 
did not bowl much in his later years, but 
he was ever a problem to face. n this oc- 
casion he kept on pitching up a splendid 
length on the leg stump, with the result that, 
for over after over, neither Bosanquet nor 
his partner, though anxious to hit, could do 
anything with him. . There are few more 
interesting sights to a genuine lover of 
cricket than that of a good batsman fighting 
hard for his runs against a skilful bowler. 


“ ENDYMION.” 

A cricketing Viceroy in those days was 
Lord Houghton (now the Earl of Crewe). 
who played for Viceregal once or twice. We 
believe the bowlers (whatever qualms they 
may have felt) showed.no sign of being 
unduly troubled. Certainly, he compiled a 
score of two in one innings on this ground, 
but any higher total is not in the recollection 
of the present writer. 

A tea tent was a feature of these matches. 
On one wet day our attention was diverted 
frm the match by a series of half-sup- 
pressed, half-hysterical giggles coming from 
this tent. e cause was soon apparent in a 
figure that was seen edging out into the field 
behind square-leg. At first glance it was 
only a dignified gentleman under an 
umbrella, but was there not something 
unusual about his attire? There was. 
flat-brimmed and very. glossy hard felt hat 
and a “ morning coat,” as the tailors call 
it, of exquisite cut and fit, though not 
usually seen together, hardly prepared one 
for the immaculate white flannel compromise 
between cricket trousers and riding breeches 
coming just below the knee—we have never 
seen anything like them since. Black silk 
stockings and shiny “ pumps” completed the 
ensemble. A cigar of the largest size and 
the rich gold mountings of the umbrella 
were details. It was our firgt sight of one 
of Dublin’s character¢#—‘‘ Endymion,”’ as he 
came to be affectionajgly know in later years. 

A minor tragedy of life arrived with the 
dreary day when rain stopped all play. or, 
worse still, when a perfect summer day saw 
every ground from the Garrison to the Vice- 
regal lying in sunny, smiling emptiness, the 
very abomination of desolution to a small 
boy intent on cricket. We were not always 
sure about the fixtures. Rather, we often 
travelled hopefully—which we al! know is a 
better thing than to arrive—and so took our 
chance but in the holidays of July or 
August matches were plentiful. The off-day 
was a black dav. How little then availed 
the beauties of the Park! The deer, attrac. 
tive creatures, when met on a purely 
secular ramble; were now coldly received. 
The very idea of a ‘substitute walk was 
shunned as the last confession that all was 
over. We haunted the cricket grounds with 
a dim, despcrate, clinging hope that, 
despite the evidence of bare flag-staff, vacant 
pitch, silent pavilion; something micht 
happen—a late start, a scratch game. The 
ES in summer meant cricket and nothing 
else.

A Member Sus2-nded. 


Early in the sitting Mr. Jack Jones 
found himself suspended. He has been 
cautioned several times by the Speaker 
for interrupting the Home Secretary, and 
at last Mr. Whitley ordered him to with- 
draw. This Mr. Jones proceeded to do, 
stopping every few paces in his progress 
down the gangway to hurl fresh epithets 
across the floor. ‘The last straw was when 
he shouted above the din that the Speaker 
had been guilty of a dirty trick. The 
formal motion for suspension followed 
swiftly on that. offensive remark, and 
within little more than a minute the 
House was dividing on the motion. Mr. 
Jones, however, was not alone in Parlia- 
mentary misbehaviour. ir W. Joynson- 
Hicks was subject to a constant ripple of 
interjections from the Socialist benches, 
the principal offenders being the Clydeside 
contingent. Mr. Macdonald more than 
once turned towards them, raising his 
hand apparently in expostulation; but, 
as on jaa@hy previous occasions, they 
| Oated his authority. The Speaker 
then threatened that, unless the disorder 
ceased. he would “put” the question and 
suspend the sitting. This had the desired 
effect. When the House divided the whole 
of the front Opposition bench abstained 
from voting. 

Territorials in Training. 

This year’s Territorial trainings, re 
stricted on account of the coal strike to 
between a half and two-thirds of the total 
strength of 150,000, are virtually over, 
only a few units now having to complete 
their fourteen days. On the whole, the 
work done by these amateur soldiers was 
highly satisfactory. The artillery -experi- 
ment of one of the London divisions in 
mechanicalising the guns in substitution 
of horse draught proved such a striking 
success that it will be repeated next year 
on a larger scale. One of the great ad- 
vantages of tractor-drawn guns is the 
saving of time and labour that horses 
entail. To provide Territorials with the 
Regular Army type of “dragon” tractor 
is out of the question on the score of 
expense, but the London gunners have 
proved that for peace training the im- 
provised lorry fulfils all requirements, and 
enables to be devoted to the guns time 
that otherwise would be spent on horses 
anfl harness. 


More “ Records” for Hobbs. 
Last season Hobbs eclipsed the veteran 


Grace’s number of centuries, and to: 
day he created two cricket “records’’ at 
Lord's. By scoring 316 (not out) against 
Middlesex his own personal 
“record” of 266, and excelled Holmes's 
not out, which stood as the highest 
individual innings for Lord’s ground. 
Holmes’s “score was made for Yorkshire 
against Middlesex last year. The previous 
best was William Ward’s 278, which stood 
as the record innings at Lord’s for 105 
years. Hobbs’s old pérsonal record has 
thus stood for only one year, as it was 
for the Players against the Gentlemen at 
Scarborough last season that the famous 
Surrey batsman put up the total which 
he has now beaten. Hobbs’s previous best 
for Surrey was his 261 this year against 
Oxford University. 


The City Charches. 


A great fight will be put up to save the 
City churches which have been listed for 
demolition. Five in all are involved in 
what many people regard as sheer 
vandalism. Four help to perpetuate the 
name of Christopher Wren. The bishops 
and the clergy are themselves divided on 
the point of retention or destruction, with 
the balance of opinion, perhaps, on the 
side of the latter alternative. To restore 
the buildings, which are badly in need 
of extensive repairs, would cost over 4 
million, and it is deemed more prudent 
to save that expenditure and to apply tt, 
plus the sums that would accrue from the 
extremely valitgble sites, to the urgem 
church needs Greater London. The 
City of London, having Jong ceased to be 
a residential area, few of the churches can 
now boast of regular congregations of 
more than a score.

FTER a somewhat stormy Sitting, in 

‘the course of which Mr. Jack Jones 
was named and suspended, and other 
members of the Labour Party were Warned 
by the Speaker, the :louse of Commons 
last night approved the renewal of the 
Emergency Regulations.

The result is that the 
Executive of the Miners’ Federation wil] 
meet again. this morning and 
events. Either to-day or to-morrow it wil] 
decide upon a policy, and it is believed 
that in the lizht of last nicht’s exchange 
of views the Federation will agree to an 
important modification -of its present 
attitude. 

The Federation’s desire to come to an 
early understanding is said to have been 
hastened by the attitude of miners in more 
than one of #he coalfields, but particularly 
in Nottinghamshire, where the Clifton 
colliery men are demanding relief from 
the pledge which forbids them to make 
district settlements. 

The Press. Association has “every 
reason to believe that important move- 
ments are pending, and that these will

EMERGENCY REGULATIONS 
RENEWED.

FTER a somewhat stormy sitting, in 
A the course of which Mr. Jack Jones 
was named and suspended, and other 
members of the Labour Party were warned 
by the Speaker, the slouse of Commons 
last night approved the renewal of the 
Emergency Regulations. 

Earlier in the day the Executive of 
the Miners’ Federation met and decided 
to call a national delegate conference in 
London on next Thursday. 

The Executive then waited on the 
Labour Pe:ty at the House of Commons. 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald presided, and it 
is understood that there was. a very frank 
exchange of views. The result is that the 
Executive of the Miners’ Federation wil] 
meet again this morning and discuss 
events. Either to-day or to-morrow it will 
decide upon a policy, an@it is believed 
that in the light of last night’s exchanze 
of views the Federation will agree to an 
important modification of its present 
attitude. 

The Federation’s desire to tome to an 
early understanding is said to have been 
hastened by the attitude of miners in more 
than one of the coalfields, but particularly 
in Nottinghamshire, where the Clifton 
colliery men are demanding relief from 
the pledge which forbids them to make 
district settlements. 

The Press Association has “every 
reason to believe ’’ that important. move- 
ments are pending, and that these will 
lead to a definite effort by the Miners’ 
Federation to end the deadlock and renew 
negotiations for a settlenfent of the 


dispute. 


THE MEETING. 
MR. COOK’S STATEMENT. 


The Executive of the Miners’ Federation 
met at their London headquarters last even- 
ing, Mr. Herbert Smith presiding, and con- 
sidered proposals which had been prepared 
for submission to a later joint meeting with 
the Labour Party Executive at the House of 
Commons. 

The Executive sat for two and a half 
hours, and at 7.30 started in taxi cabs for the 
House of Commons to meet the Labour Party 
Executive. 

Mr. Cook, in announcing that the Execu- 
tae had adjourned until this morning, re- 
fused to disclose anything as to the nature of 
the discussion, but said that it had been ar- 
ranged to call a National Delegate Confer- 
ence on Thursday morning next, at 10.30. 

The Press Association states :— There is 
every reason to believe that important deve- 
lopments are pending, and that this week will 
witness a definite move by the Miners’ 
Federation to end the deadlock, and enter 
into negotiations for a settlement. As indi- 
«ated, the utmost care was taken to prevent 
any leakage of information as to the charac- 
ter of the proposals in contemplation for sub- 
mission to the delegates. 

Matters, however, have been brought to a 
decisive issue by the request of the Notting- 
hamshire Miners’ Association to be released 
from the pledge not to negotiate for a settle- 
ment locally. The National Federation is 
placed in a very difficult ition by this 
development, which it is believed turns the 
situation in favour of those members of the 
Executive who desire to initiate a real peace

OFFICIAL REPORT. 

The meeting with the Labour Party Execu- 
tive lasted until 10.15 p.m. “The following 
oficial statement was issued :— 

‘At a joint meeting of the’ Executive of 
the Labour Party and the Miners’ Federa- 
tion, in the House of Commons this evening, 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald in the chair, the 
situation in the coal industry, particularly 
in the light of the proceedings at the inter-

RIOTS IN SOUTH WALES. 


SEVERAL CASUALTIES. 

A riot took place at the Quarry Level, 
Pontypool, South Wales, where men were 
working yesterday afternoon. Stones were 
thrown by the unemployed, and the police 
charged twice.. Hundreds took part in the 


disturbance, and there were several 
casualties. 

Arising out of a hostile demonstration 
against miners returning to work, Mrs. 


Emily Bull, of Langwith, and formerly of 
Somerset, was sentenced to imprisonment for 
one month at Chesterfield yesterday. Two 
of her sons were committed for three months 
and one month, respectively, and a daughter 
was fined £5 and bound over for six months. 

It was shown that Mrs. Bull led a rush 
of several hundred people on the house of a 
miner, who had returned home, and, seizing 
the man’s wife by the throat, threatened to 
kill her. The defendants hoisted a black 
flag in the garden of the house. 


PARLIAMENT AND THE

LIVELY PROCEEDINGS. 
From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRSSPONDENT- 
WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

Members did not seem particularly pleased 
at having their holidays interrupted by their 
recall! to Westminster for the purpose of 
renewing. the Emergency Regulations for 
another month.

Every 
now and then he paused on his way to the 
doors of the Chamber for the purpose of hurl- 
ing invective at the occupants of the Minis- 
terial benches. A good deal of what he said 
was lost in the clamour and cries of “ Name?’ 
which arose from the Conservatives, 
but his designation of Ministers and 
their supporters as a “ gang of cowards" was 
ton much for the Speaker, who promptly

BERLIN COURT SCENE. 


POLICE FIGHT WITH ANGRY 


HOLDERS OF NOTES. 


From Revurer’s CoORRESPONDENT. 
his, BERLIN, Monday. 
Turbulent scenes, in which disappointed 
holders of 1,000 mark pre-war notes 
figured, took place to-day. before the open- 
ing of a law suit in wh ch the President 
of the Reichsbank, Dr. Schacht, was the 
plaintiff, and Herr Roll, Chairman of the 
Reichsbank Creditors’ Association, was 
the defendant. Herr Roll is alleged to 
have called Dr. Schacht “not a cheat, but 


a swindler.” 

Hundreds of members of the Association 
assembled in front of the courtroom, noisily 
demanding admittance. . The police and the 
court officials were helpless, and were soon 
overpowered by a shouting crowd, which 
forced the doors and fought for seats in the 
small room. 

After police reinforcements had arrived, the 
battle was ended by stern force, apd the 
doors were then closed and bolted. Dr. 
Schacht himself had to reach the courtroom 
by a secret door. 

In the course of examination Herr Roll 
admitted having at public meetings repeated 
the words of a ‘well-known writer,” who 
called Dr. Schacht ‘‘ the hangman of German 
economic life,” and having declared that the 
Reichsbank was a branch of international 
capitalism which had cheated the public. 

Herr Roll was sentenced to pay a fine of 

750 marks. 
When the Court rose there were further 
excited scenes, and members of the Associa- 
tion beleaguered the court buildings waiting 
to receive Dr. Schacht, who, however, left 
the building by a back door. 


FUNERAL OF RUDOLPH 
VALENTINO. 


POLA NEGRI’S SPECIAL 
TRAIN, 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Monday. 

Broadway, where Rudolph Valentino 
once worked as a dishwasher, to-day paid 
a final tribute to the “ Sheik of the 
Movies.” From the early hours of the 
morning an enormous crowd, in which 
women largely predominated, waited 
round the mortuary, while hundreds of 
policemen worked feverishly in the broil- 
ing sun in attempts to maintain a 
semblance of order. 

About 11 o'clock the: cortége started on 
its way to the church, headed by the hearse 
carrying the sjlver and bronze coffin, and 


followed by hundreds of motor cars bearing 
actor friends and representatives of the cinema 


L theatre world. 


Pola Negri, who arrived yesterday by 
special train from Hollywood, was in the 
first car after the hearse, with her face buried 
in her handkerchief. The crowd surged for- 
ward to catch a glimpse of. the woman to 
whom Valentino was engaged at the time of 
his death. Close behind followed Miss Jean 
Acker, Valentino's first wife, and behind her 
came a representative of Miss Hudnot, his 
second wife. 

After a ‘wo-mile drive through the main 
streets of the city, the cortége arrived at St. 
Malachi’s Church, end, amid a solemn hush, 
the eight pall-bearers carried the casket, 
buried beneath flowers, into the nave, where 
it was placei on a stand in full view of the 
packed congregation. 

The prelude of the “ Miserere’’ sounded 
from the organ, and all present bowed their 
heads as Father Leonard, surrounded by 
assistants and altar boys, solemnly sprinkled 
the coffin with holy water. 

A white-garbed nurse and a doctor, who 
seemed incongruous in such a setting, stood 
by «he door and joined Pola Negri, as the 
latter moved, falteringly, up the aisle to a 
seat, near the coffin, whence her sobs were 
plainly audible above the dirge-like notes of 
the organ 

The Requiem Mass then began, famous 
singers from the opera assisting the Churcli 
choir. 

Father Congedo, a lifelong friend of the 
dead actor, delivered the address. 

At the conclusion of the Service the body 
was taken back to the mortuary, where it will 
await the arrival of Valentino's brother, now 
on his way from Italy, who will decide on the 
final resting place. 

The ushers at the church Service were all 
screen stars, while the church itself contained 
almost every. famous name from the screen 
world. The last six pews were filled with 
dozens of reporters. 

Outside, great crowds, kept back by 
cordons of policemen, pushed, and jostled to 
get'a view of the church, but all they could 
see was the closed doors, Boys climbed up 
telephone poles, and romantic#stenographers 
leaned out of their windows. All things con. 
sidered, to-day’s ceremony was carried out 
with adequate solemnity, and the crowds be- 
haved with. a respect and an orderliness not 
expected after the disorderly scenes of last 
week when the body was exposed to the 
publie view.

AERIAL “ SLEEPER." 
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GERMAN MACHINE FOR NIGHT 
FLYING. 


An aeroplane with sleeping accommodatien 
—the first of this type of aircraft—arrived at 
Croydon aerodrome from Berlin at 6.43 
yesterday evening. It left Berlin at nine 
o'clock vesterday morning, and,made one stop, 
at Amsterdam. 

The air liner, which was designed by the 
German Albatioss Company, is being operated 
hy a German company in conjunction with 
Imperial Airways.

NINE KILLED. 
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GATES AMONG 
THE DEAD. 
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Nine persons were killed and a number 
injured at Naworth, ten miles east of 
Carlisle, yesterday afternoon, in a level 
crossing collision between an express train 
and a char-a-banc. 

The char-a-banc, which belonged to Mr. 
William Sowerby, of Gilsland, contained 
a party of holiday-makers from Gilsland, 
who were on their way to Alston, a health 
resort in the Pennine » 

When it reached Naworth level crossing, 
which is at the top of . hill leading to, 
Naworth Castle, the seat of the Earl of 
Carlisle, a porter opened the gates of the 
level crossing as the express from New- 
castle, due at Carlisle at 2.59 p.m., came 
along. .The train dashed into the char-a- 
banc, whith was smashed to pieces; but 
the train was pulled up within fifty yrads. 
The passengers got out and attended to 
the injured. 


THE ENGINE-DRIVER’S STORY. 

The driver of the express, Mr. William 
John Ambleton, who lives in Brook street, 
Carlisle, is suffering from severe shock. 
“In an interview he said that he and 
his freman, Archie Lennedy, of Scotby, 
took the 6.45 a.m. parcels train in the 
morning from Oarlisle to Newcastle, and 
they were returning in the afternoon with 
the express. The last stop before the 
accident was at Gilsland, eighteen miles 
east of Carlisle, and they were running 
downhill at a speed of between forty and 
fifty miles an hour, as is usual, when 
approaching Naworth station. There, how- 
ever, is a stiff curve, which prevents. a 
view cf the cross:g until almost close up: 

““I saw the char-iCbanc all at once,”’ 
said the driver, “and I applied my 
brakes, at the same time reversing my 
engine, with the steam still on. The crash 
then came. My engine was jumping, and 
I feared that it would leave the metals, 
but it kept on the rails, and I stopped 
it in fifty yards. 

“ My train was filled with passengers, 
but though they probably felt a shock, 
no one was hurt.’’

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EMPIRE - GROWN 
TOBACCO. 
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IMPERIAL INSTITUTE TESTS. 


Samples of tobacco from Palestine, Nigeria 
and Mauritius have recently been tested at 
the Imperial Institute, and the detailed 
results are published in the bulletin of that 
organisation. 

The samples received from Palestine, it 
is stated, were of Turkish varieties, and 
tobacco of good quality is already being ex- 
ported from that country. The pipe tobaccos 
fram Nigeria were of promising character, 
but owing to certain economic considerations 
the attempts made by the Agricultural De- 
partment to induce the natives to grow 
tobacco for export have been discontinued for 
the present. The tobaccos received from 
Mauritius were of cigar filler type, and as it 
was the first attempt to produce that kind 
of tobacco in the island, and experience in 
curing was Jacking, the results cannot be 
taken as conclusive. 

In addition, samples of tobacco have been 
received recently from Dominica and Tan- 
ganyika territory... That from the former 
colony: was dark leaf, suitable only for the 
preparation of pipe tobacco. Five samples 
of tobacco of Turkish type were forwarded 
from Tangarvika. Although not of very ~ood 
quality, and stiitable only for blending with 
lower grades of Turkish tobaccos for the 
manufacture of cigarettes, they were, never- 
theless, of promising character, and with 
more experience in methods of curing and 
fermentation it seems likely that Turkish 
tobacco of good quality could eventually be 
produced in that territory:

FIRING UPON STEAMERS. 


HANKOW, Thursday (delayed). 

The Canton “ Red ” forces have been firing 
on many up-river steamers. The Butter- 
field Company’s Shasi and the Japanese 
Yuenkian Maru and Tachi Maru, all suffered, 
while the Indo-China Navigation Company’s 
Kiangwo arrived here this morning absolutely 
riddled with bullets. Three Chinese passen- 
gers were severely wounded, and one sailor 
was slightly injured. Fortunately the cap- 
tain had been warned what to expect by the 
Tachi Maru, and accordingly erected a bar- 
ricade of bags of beans around the deck and 
bridge, which reven more serious 
casualties among the helpless passengers. It 
is estimated that the Canton troops on the 
bank fired about a thousand rounds, most of 
which were concentrated against the officers’ 
saloon and quarters.—(Reuter.)

SIGNOR MUSSOLINI’S VIEW.

An exhaustive statement. on J mes part in 
international politics was made by Signor 
Mussolini at to-day’s meeting of the Italian 
Cabinet. He said that there had been signed 
an arbitration and neutrality treaty between 
Italy-and Spain, which had been published 
in all its clauses..

Srr,—In the new proposals put forward by 
General O'Duffy, your comments thereon, and 
the letters from correspondents who are in- 
terested in this subject, no reference has been 
made to what I, and I believe many others, 
look upon as a vital point—the present rule 
that pedestrians must keep to the right of the 
path. In my opinion, the rule of the path 
should always conform to the rule of the road. 
If the rule of the road is ‘‘ keep to the left,” 
as it is at the moment throughout Great 
Britain and Ireland, the same rule should 
apply to the path. 

The outside traffic on the path would then 
be meeting, instead of being overtaken by, 
the left-hand traffic on the road. This is 
obvious. Then, no matter how pre-occupied 
the minds of our worthy citizens might be 
with affairs of State or private worres, no 
person of normal vision would be likely to 
step off the path in front of oncoming traffic, 
as is so frequently the case at present. I 
have recently been informed that many of the 
big English cities have enforced this reform, 
with the result that accidents arising from 
the cause referred to have been reduced to a 
minimum.—Yours, etc., J. C. Barpon.

ROADS IN COUNTY CORK. 

TO THE EDITOR OF TILE IRISH TIMES. 

Siz,—I have read recently the controversy 
between Mr. J. J. Walsh and the Cork 
County Council about County Cork roads. 
Anyone who owns a motor car would Be 
much obliged to Mr. J. J. Walsh or anyone 
else who would get them improved. When- 
ever you are going on any journey to any 
place in Ireland, when you ask what sort are 
the roads, the answer you will get is that 
they are all right once you leave West Cork. 
With the fewest of exceptions the roads in 
West Cork are in a disgraceful condition. 
One main road I will particularly mention, 
and that is the road between Bandon and 
Clonakilty. No steam-roller has been put 
near this road since the I.R.A..and Crown 
Forces war or the Free State and Republican 
war, or any of the other wars in Ireland. 

This is the main road from Cork to Bandon, 
Clonakilty and Skibbereen, and the road by 
which tourists mist pass when visiting Glan- 
dore and Castlefreke. When those who own 
motor cars in either of these towns are going 
from Bandon to Clonakilty they have to go 
by a circuitous route by by-roads, so as not 
to have their cars injured. This is certainly 
a nice state of things, considering this is a 
very important road and that West Cork 
eople. have to pay the same tax as others in 
ceo The Rector of Clonakilty some time 
ago very properly wrote a letter to the paper 
saying that this road was only fit for shaking 
up bad livers, and I read in the paper that a 
Clonakilty solicitor stated in court in a motor 
case that this road was much the sanie as if 
Cromwell had been over it, Sometimes this 
road is ‘“‘improved”’ by some loose stones 
and the mud of the dykes being put into the 
pot-holes, and all this is happening in what is 
said to be the greatly improved Ireland of 
1926. 


Because of the condition of the West Cork 
roads the farmers there have to draw lighter 
loads in their carts than what are drawn in 
other parts of Ireland, which consequently 
puts them to more trouble and expense, and 
the farmers of West Cork should be entitled 
to ‘a good road as well as the farmers any- 
where else. The only way to describe the 
road between Skibbereen and Clonakilty is 
that it is a bad road, and, as regards the 
by-roads in West Cork, the only motor 
vehicle that you could safely put on them 
without damaging it is a tank. My own 
opinion, and the opinion ‘Gf many motorists 
I have heard discuss this controversy between 
Mr. Walsh and the County Council, is that 
we are grateful to Mr Walsh for very 
properly and courageously giving himself all 
this trouble. We hope some good will come 
of it, and that the Government will support 
strongly Mr. Walsh's commendable action.—

DEBT REVISION. 

A leading article appearing in the Bankers’ 
Magazine of New York, dealing with the 
problem of inter-Allied debts, emphasises the 
need for the reconsideration of debt agree- 
ments. “What America should do,” the 
article states, “leaving altruism and 
wenerosity to-one side, is to consider whether, 
in our own interest, the sums required to 
be paid are such as will seriously burden 
our débtors. Should this be found to be the 
case we should make such modifications of 
the terms of payment as equity may require.” 


PAPER CONFLICT IN NORWAY. 
Hambros Bank report states :—“* The strike 
of the pulp and paper mills commenced as 
from the night of the 14th inst., involving 
about 12,700 men. - The stoppage came when 
the men‘s negotiators at the meeting with the 
employers at the State Mediator rejected the 
mill-owners’ proposal of 27 per cent. reduction 
in wages. The proposals of the employers and 
the men differ considerably, as the latter are 
only willing to accept a reduction of 15 per 
cent., while the State Mediator tried to arrive 
at a settlement on the basis of 17 per cent. 
We understand that the State Mediator, in 
accordance with law, can make no official 
attempts to get an agreement upon new wages 
till thirty days after the commencement of 
the strike. This drastic cut in wages the 
employers consider essential to keep pace with 
the considerable improvement of the krone 
(from 22 to thee£ in the spring of 1925 to 
22.20 now) and to meet foreign competition.”
